LUCIEN LABAUDT 

The Liberty Ship, SS. Lucien Labaudt, sponsored by 
Mrs. Labaudt, was launched April 7, 1944, from the 
Permanente Metals Corporation Shipyard No. 2 at 
Richmond. A number of Association members were 
present at the well attended launching ceremony to hear 
Timothy Pflueger say a few appropriate words regard¬ 
ing Lucien. 

As an artist, as a stimulating teacher, and as a color¬ 
ful, warm, energetic individual, Lucien Labaudt will 
long be remembered by this Association and by this 
community. 

While traveling as an artist correspondent for Life 
magazine, he met death at Assam near the Burma 
border on December 12,1943, in an aircraft crash. The 
Association’s Board of Directors’ meeting on February 
3,1944, adjourned in his honor.

Jennie V. Cannon, an active artist member of this 
Association, has now been elected to life membership 
by action of the Board. 

Steps have been taken by the Board to encourage 
enrollment of students in the School under the pro¬ 
visions of the Veterans Rehabilitation Program. The 
California School of Fine Arts appears on the approved 
list of Schools. One student has already enrolled as a 
Veterans Administration trainee. 

Plans are being developed for a Sales Committee to 
act in connection with the Annual Exhibitions of the 
Association. 

MONTALVO 

Montalvo Foundation activities, including gallery 
exhibits and art classes, have been drastically curtailed 
due to the effect of gasoline rationing on its semi- 
isolated location and other war causes. 

The San Francisco Art Association, as Trustee, has 
been able to continue the residence units for artists, 
musicians, and writers. These units have been fully 
occupied during the 1943-44 season. 

According to Anne Dodge Bailhache, director, plans 
are being scrutinized to increase educational advantages 
at Montalvo in the postwar period. 
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ANNUAL EXHIBITIONS 

The Eighth Annual Drawing and Print Exhibition 
was held in March, 1944. Works shown numbered 122. 
The awards were as follows: Artists’ Fund Prize, Dorr 
Bothwell; Art Association Purchase Prize, George 
Harris; Honorable mentions, Beatrice Bofinger, C. P. 
Fels, A. Dix Holaday, Lawrence Kupferman, Oscar 
Schneiweiss. 

The Eighth Annual Watercolor Exhibition was held 
from March 22 through April 16, 1944. This show 
included ninety-six pieces in watercolor, pastel, and 
tempera on paper. Awards were as follows: Art Asso¬ 
ciation Purchase Prize, Madge Knight; Artists’ Fund 
Prize, Erie Loran; Honorable mentions, Hassel Smith, 
Leon Amyx, F. L. Hotz, John Ayres. 

The Sixty-fourth Annual Exhibition of oil painting, 
tempera on panel, and sculpture is being held from 
September 21 to October 15. It consists of ninety-seven 
works. Awards are as follows: Anne Bremer Memorial 
Prize, Hamilton Wolf; Emanuel Walter Fund Prize, 
Dorothy Grover; Anna Elizabeth Klumpke Prize, 
Marion Olds; Edgar Walter Memorial Prize, Merle 
Hoesly; Artists’ Fund Prize, Robert Howard; Honor¬ 
able mentions, Margaret Peterson, Clay Spohn. 

The following dates have been set for this Asso¬ 
ciation’s Annuals during 1945: Drawings and Prints, 
January 31 through February 27; Watercolor, pastel, 
and tempera on paper, April 11 to May 6. 

ALBERT M. BENDER GRANTS-IN-AID 

The San Francisco Art Association is intrusted with 
the administration of these grants-in-aid by the Trus¬ 
tees of the Albert M. Bender Memorial Trust Fund. 
The Jury of Award in Art and the Jury of Award in 
Literature are appointed by the Trustees of the Fund. 

Awards were made in 1943 to Clay Spohn in Art and 
to Rosalie Moore in Literature. This year the awards 
are to George Harris in Art and to Cornel Lengyel in 
Literature. This is the third year in which the Albert 
M. Bender grants-in-aid have been made.

CALIFORNIA SCHOOL OF FINE ARTS 

William A. Gaw, Acting Director of the School, re¬ 
ports a 42 per cent increase in enrollment during 1944 
over the same period last year. The increased demand 
for art education reflects the general trend nowadays 
toward reconversion and postwar planning by both in¬ 
dividuals and industry. Because of the Schools policy 
of considered contraction and retrenchment during the 
crucial period of the war, the School now finds itself in 
a favorable position for healthy expansion in the near 
future. 

For the Ceramics Department, under F. Carlton Ball, 
new equipment has been obtained, including several 
additional potters’ wheels. The entire laboratory has 
been efficiently rearranged for greater student capacity 
than was formerly possible. In spite of this, the class is 
full, and there is a good sized waiting list. Mr. Ball 
demands and receives intelligent and efficient effort 
from his students. His own work has been widely ex¬ 
hibited and he is nationally represented in many public 
and private collections. He has taught at the California 
College of Arts and Crafts, Sacramento High School, 
and at Mills College, where he is associate professor of 
art at the present time. 

Amy Stanley has been giving the course in Adver¬ 
tising Art in the Night School since September 11, 
taking the place of Paul Forster, who had left for service 
with the OWI. Miss Stanley’s course should quickly 
develop a large enrollment, because she is well known 
in the field of advertising art and is well qualified by 
experience to present her subject in modern, profes¬ 
sional terms. A five-year scholarship student at the 
Art Center School in Los Angeles, she has, since leaving 
that school, been a successful commercial artist. For 
the past six years she has been with the Promotion 
Department of the San Francisco Examiner. 

Sculpture is being successfully taught by Robert 
Howard, who joined the faculty last spring. His 
students learn modeling, casting, and direct cutting 
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methods as they work in clay, plaster, and other 
materials. 

Elementary Drawing and Design is now offered in a 
class under James McCray, which is receiving much 
student interest. Mr. McCray also conducts classes in 
the History of Art, and in Composition and Drawing. 

Lithography is a popular class under Ray Bertrand. 

Spencer Macky continues to conduct the well at¬ 
tended Night School class in figure, portrait painting 
and drawing. 

The children’s Saturday classes are given in drawing, 
painting, design, by Virginia Roberts Templeman, and 
in sculpture and processes by Ruth Cravath Wakefield. 

Mr. Gaw, as well as being Acting Director of the 
School, conducts classes in life drawing and painting, 
still life painting, and oil and watercolor painting. 

Student scholarships have been awarded this year 
from the Anne Bremer Memorial Fund, the Phelan 
Fund, the I. N. Walter Sculpture Prize Fund, the Angus 
Gordon Boggs Memorial Scholarship Fund, and the 
Virgil Williams Scholarship Fund. A new Scholarship 
in the children’s classes is being sponsored this year by 
the San Francisco Society of Women Artists. 

NEW SCHOLARSHIP 

In May of this year the Association received a be¬ 
quest for scholarships in the School in the amount of 
$5,000 from the estate of Adelaide Lewis, former stu¬ 
dent in the School. 

MEMBERS' ACTIVITIES 

Spencer Macky, Dean of the Faculty of the California 
School of Fine Arts, and for many years an artist 
member of this Association, recently became President 
of the California College of Arts and Crafts in Oakland. 

Lt. Cmdr. Paul Bissinger, U. S. N. R., a member of 
the Board of Directors of the San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation, is at present Flag Secretary to Admiral Lowry, 







stationed in the Mediterranean. He recently was 
awarded the Legion of Merit. 

Paul Forster, Association member, and for some years 
instructor in Advertising Art in the School, is now in 
New York with the OWI. 

John Haley, Association member, formerly on the 
faculty of the University of California Art Department, 
is now in the Navy. He is at present stationed at Nor¬ 
folk, Virginia. 

Active Artist member, Major John J. Sackas, is now 
busy in the Army as Officer in Charge, Arts and Crafts 
Section, Special Service Division, H. Q. Army Service 
Forces, New York. 

Lt. Col. Donald Gregory has returned from Wash¬ 
ington and is now on duty in San Francisco. 

Lt. Ray Bethers, U. S. N. R., Board member, is now 
in New York. 

Lt. Jacques Schnier, when last heard from, had com¬ 
pleted an Army Training Course at Yale University. 

PARTY 

Mildred Rosenthal is chairman, and Timothy 
Pflueger and Dorothy Wright Liebes of the Art Asso¬ 
ciation’s Board of Directors are executive members of 
a committee of Bay Region artists and architects con¬ 
cerned with raising funds for the purchase of artists’ 
materials in this country to be sent to Russia. This is 
an eminently worthwhile effort. 

The Art Association, together with the San Francisco 
Society of Women Artists, the California Society of 
Etchers, the Marin Society of Artists, Telesis, and the 
above mentioned committee, will sponsor a party for 
artists, architects, and their friends, which will probably 
take the form of a Russian Fair. 

This party will offer opportunity for an artists’ get- 
together and at the same time be for a good cause. It 
should be a large and gay gathering. Letters of an¬ 
nouncement are now in the mail. 

The party will be held early in November on the 
premises of the California School of Fine Arts. 






ARTISTS' COUNCIL 

James McCray has been elected Chairman of the 
Artists’ Council. The following members have been 
elected to the Artists’ Council: Marion Cunningham, 
Robert Howard, Alexander Nepote, Otis Oldfield, and 
Clay Spohn. 

The plan for permitting active artist members to 
show work jury free in Annual Exhibitions of the 
Association was developed by the Council as the result 
of suggestions by a number of artist members. 

A special meeting of the Council was called in June 
to hear Beniamino Bufano present a plan for artists’ 
participation in the Fifth War Loan Drive. His plan 
contained three elements: Artists with pictures to sell 
at a minimum price of $100 each; patrons to purchase 
these pictures and then donate them for offering as 
premiums with the purchase of large-denomination 
War Bonds; Sales outlets for War Bonds (department 
stores, etc.) to use each of the pictures as a premium 
with the sale of a $25,000 War Bond. Thirty-seven 
artist members indicated their desire to cooperate in the 
plan, but due to the exigencies of time, Mr. Bufano was 
compelled to delay its execution to some future indefi¬ 
nite date. 

ABRAHAM ROSENBERG SCHOLARSHIP 

This scholarship for advanced study in art is once 
again available. Primarily intended for travel abroad, 
it may, however, be awarded for special research in this 
country. Competition for this scholarship is limited to 
former students of the California School of Fine Arts 
who are over 25 years of age. The late Abraham 
Rosenberg generously bequeathed the fund, held in 
trust by the Board of Directors of this Association, for 
this scholarship.
